1287 , dated 23rd June 1939 .- An examination for ad 
mission to the Indian Navy as Special Entry Cadets will be 
held by the Union Public Service Commission at ALLA ( IABAD , 
BANGALORE , BOMBAY, CALCUTTA , DELHI, HYDERA : 
BAD , JAMMU , LUDHIANA , MADRAS and SHILLONG 
some time in December 1959 . 

THESE CENTRES ARE LIABLE TO BE CHANGED AT 
THE DISCRETION OF THE COMMISSION . 


A number of qualified candidates are rejected subsequently 
on meclical grounds. Candidates are , therefore, advised in 
their own interest to get themselves medically cxamined before 
submitting their applications, to avoid disappointment at the 
final stage . 


2 . Admission to the Indian Navy will be made on the 
results of a written examination to be conducted by the Union 
Public Service Commission and an interview by a Services 
Selection Board and a Physical Endurance Test. 


A sufficient number of suitable candidates recommended by 
the Services Selection Board will be medically examined by a 
Board of Service Doctors. A candidate who is not declared 
fit by the Medical Board will not be admitted to the Indian 
Navy. The very fact that the medical examination has been 
carried out by a Board of Service Doctors will not mean or 
imply that the candidate has been finally selected . The 
iesults of the Medical Board are confidential and cannot be 
divulgel to anyone. The results of candidates declared unfit , 
temporarily unfit are intimated to them along with the pro 
cedure for submission of fitness certificate and appeal. No 
requests for the results of Medical Board will be entertained 
by the President of the Medical Board . 


3 . The approximate number of vacancies to be offered for 
entry to the Indian Navy on the results of this examination 
will be 5 . This is only a provisional number and is liable 
to alteration , 


Nore. Candidates, who have applied for ihc examination 
for admission to the Military College , must exercise their final 
option beforc admission to the Indian Navy course . After 
admission , they will not be considered for admission to the 
Military College . 

4 . A candidate must be an unmarried malc and must either 
be: 

(a ) a citizen of India , or 
( b ) 4 subject of Sikkim , or 
( c ) a subject of Nepal or of a Portuguese or , former 

French possession in India , or 
a person of Indian origin who has migrated from Pak . 
istan with the intention of permanently settling in 
India . 


6 . Candidatey must undertake not to marry until thicy com 
plete their full training . A candidate who marries subsequent 
to the date of his application , though successful at this or any 
gubscquent examination , will not be selected for training, A 
candidate who marries during training shall be discharged and 
will be liable to refund all expenditure incurred on him by the 
Government. 

7 . Candidates for admission to the examination must have 
been born not earlier than 2nd January 1941 and not later 
than 1st January 1943 . 

THE PRESCRIBED AGE LIMITS CAN IN NO CASE BE 
RELAXED 


NOTE I - A widower or a person who has divorced his wife 
cannot be treated as an unmarried male for the purpose of 
the above Rule . 


NOTE II. - The appointment of candidates in categories (c) 
and (d ) above will be subject to issue of certificates of eligi. 
bility in their favour by the Government of India . The cer 
tificate of cligibility in respect of candidates belonging to cate 
gory ( d ) will be valid only for a period of one year from 
the date of his appointment beyond which he would be retail 
cd in service only if he has become a citizen of India . Certifl . 
cates of eligibility will not, however , be necesary in the case 
of candidates belonging to one of the following categories: 
(i ) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan bcforc 

the 19th July 1948 and have ordinarily been residing 

in India since then . 
( ii ) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan after 

the 18th July 1948 and have got themselves registered 

ao cltizens. 
(iii) Gorkha subjects of Nepal, 
(iv ) Non -citizens of categorico (c) and (d ) above who en . 

tered service under the Government of India before 
the commencement of the Constitution , viz ., 26th 
January 1950 and who have continued in such service 
since then . Any such person who re -entered or Day 
re -enter such service with a break after the 26th Janu 
ary 1950 , will however , require certificate of eligibility 
in the usual way . 


8 . Candidates must have passed one of the following exami 
nations or must possess one of the following certficates: 
(a ) the Intermediate Examination of a Univerzlty or Board 

approved by the Parliament or a State Legislature or 
an examination recognised by such University or Board 

as equivalent to its Intermediate Examination ; or 
(b ) the first year cxamination under the three year Degree 

course of the Delhi University or of an equivalent 

course of any other Indian University; or 
(c) the pre - engineering Examination of the Delhi Poly . 

technic or an equivalent examination of any other 

Indian University : or 
( d ) the Jamia Senior Examination of the Jamia Millia 

Islamia , Delhi; or 
( e) the Cambridge Higher School Certificate examination ; 

or 
( E) a diploma examination in engincering provided that 

the examination is taken after a course lasting not 
less than 2 years subscquent to Matriculation and 
provided also that the examination is recognised by a 

State Government for employment under it ; or 
(g ) any other examination which may be recognised by 

the U . P . S C . as equivalent to thc above . 


NOTE . - Candidates who have appeared or intend to appeai 
at any of the above examinations, may also apply for admis 
sion to this examination . Their applications will be accepted 
provisionally and they will be required to furnish proof of 
their having pagod that cxamination as soon as possible and 
in any case not later than 30th June 1960 . Candidature will 
otherwisc be cancelled , 


5 . Candidates should be medically fit in all respects for 
service in any part of the world . The standards of inedica ) 
fitness are shown in Appendix I . 
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9 . Candidate , who were admitted to an earlic course for 
training as Naval CADETS or for training at the National 
Defence Academy ( formerly Joint Services Wing) , Military 
College ( forincrly Military Wing) or Air Force Flying College 
( formerly Air Force Acadeiny) , but were rentoved therefrom 
on disciplinary grounds will not be admitted to this examina 
tion . 


Candidatęy who were previously selected as Special Entiy 
Naval Cadets but were withdrawn from the National Defence 
Academy ( formerly Joint Services Wing ) or from Naval Train 
ing Establishments on academic grounds or for lack of officer 
like qualities will not also be adroitted to this examination . 


18 . Candidates finally selected for training at the Academy 
will be required to deposit the following amount with the 
Commandant, National Defence Acadeiny, on arrival there :

10 . The decision of the Union Public Service Commissioni 
as to the eligibility or otherwise of a candidate shall be final. 

11. A candidate found guilty of impersonation or of sub 
mltting fabricated documtnts or documents which have bceni 
tampered with or of making statements which are incorrect 
or falsc or suppressing material information or of using or 
attempting to use unfair means in the examination liall or 
otherwise resorting to any other irregular or improper means 
for obtaining admission to the examination nay , in addition 
to rendering himselfllable to 2 criminal prosecution , be 
debarrel cither perpancntly or for a specificd period : 


19 . Selected candidates will be appointed as cadets and will 
undergo one year s training at the National Defence Academy. 
On completion of this training they will be required to un 
dergo further training in Ships / Establishments of the Indian 
Navy . 


The duration of the entire period of training (including I 
year at the Academy) will be 3 to 64 years depending upon 
the Branch of the Service to which a Cadet is allocated .

sion for selection of candidates ; and 
( b ) by the Central Governtaent from employment under 

the . Government, 
12. No candidate shall be admitted to the examination unless 
he holds a certificate of admlusion from the Union Public 
Service Commission . 


20 . During the period of thcir training Cadets of all the 
Branches are promoted to the rank of Midshipman and 
Acting Sub -Lieutenant and in the case of Engineering and 
Electrical Branches they are also promoted to the rank of 
Suh - Lieutenant and possibly to the rank of Lieutenant ) . 


13 . Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain xup 
port for his candidature by any meang may disqualify him 
for admission . 


21. While at the National Defence Academy, cadets will 
be subject to the discipline of the Academy. During training 
in Ships and Establishments of the Indian Navy they will be 
subject to the Indian Navy (Discipline) Act , 1994 . During all 
stages of initial training, Cadets, etc ., will be liable to be 
withdrawn from training, and discharged if their progress is 
found to be unsatisfactory or they are otherwise congidered 
unsuitable. 


1.1. The maximum number of canclidates to be admitted to 
the examination inay at the discretion of the Commission be 
limited to such number as the Commission may decide. If a 
limit is imposed and the number of candidates cxceeds that 
limit , the Union Public Service Commission shall select from 
Among the applicants those who shall be admitted to the 
examination and shall have regard in so doing to the suit 
ability of the applicanty to become Naval Officers. 

15 . The examination will be conducted by the Commission 
in the manner prescribed in Appendix II to the Notification . 

16 . Candidates must pay the fees prescribed in Appendix 
III. No claim for a refund of these fees will be entertained 
except to the extent stated in the Appendix , nor can they bc 
held in reserve for any other cxamination or selection . 


17 . The Union Public Service Commission shall prepare a 
list of candidates in order of merit as disclosed by the aggregate 
snarks awarded to cach candidate at the written examination . 
The candidates, who obtain qualifying marks in the written 
examination , shall be intervicwed by a Services Selection Board . 
The maximum parks obtainable at Services Selection Board 
intcrview will be 1500 , Candidates , who obtain minimum 
qualifying marks at the Services Selection Board tests, will be 
subjected to a Physical Endurance Test , details of which are 
given in Appendix IV and for which there will be a maximum 
of 200 marks. 


To be acceptable , candidates sliould sccurc ipinimum quali 
Tying marks ( i ) in the written examination and ( i) interview . 
Subſcct to this condition , they will then be placed in the 
order of merit on the basis of the total marks secured in the 
written examination , the interview and the Physical Endur 
ance Tcst. Thc final selection for admission to the Indian 
Navy will be made in order of merit gubject to medical fitness 
and suitability in all other respects and number of vacancies 
available . 


22 . While at thc Academy, the cost of Cadetg training 
including books, uniform , accommodation , boarding and 
medical treatment will be borne by the Government but the 
Cadets will be expected to meet their pocket " xpenses. The 
minimum pockct expenses of Cadcts are not likely to exceed 
Rs. 40 per month . "Where Cadets parents or guardians are 
unable to meet wholly or partly even this expenditure , 
financial assistance upto Rs. 40 p .m . may be granted by the 
Government provided no Cadet whose parent or guardian 
has an income of Rs. 800 or above per month would be 
eligible for the grant of Anancial assistance . 

A candidate deiring Gnancial assistance should immedialely 
after being finally gelected for training at the Academy, sub 
mit an application through the District Magistrate of his 
district who will with his recommendation forward the appli 
cation to the Director of Military Training , Irmy Head 
quarters , New Delhi. 

29. The following scholarships are tenable at the National 
Defence Academy: 
1. PARSHURAM BHAU PATWARDHAN SCHOLAR . 

SHIP . - This scholarship is awarded to cadets from 
Maharashtra and Karnatak . The value of one 
scholarship is upto a maximum of Rs. 1 ,000 per 
annum for the duration of a cadet s stay at the 
National Defence Academy, subject to the cadet 
making satisfactory progress . The scholarship will 
also be avallable at the Army, Naval or Air Force 
training establishments where a cadet may be sent 
for further training after he has completed his train 
ing at the National Defence Academy. The cadets 
who are granted this scholarship will not be entitled 
to any other financial assistance from the Govern 

ment, 
2 . MAHARAJA JAGADDIPENDRA NARAYAN SCHO . 

LARSHIP . - This scholarship of the value of Rs. 960 / 
per annum is granted to a needy cadet wlio fails to 
secure any financial assistance from the Government 
and is paid on completion of a term at the National 
Defence Academy. The scholarship is sanctioned hy 

the Government on a means-cum -mcrit basis . 
9 . COLONEL KENDAL FRANK S MEMORIAL SCHO 

LARSHIP . - Thig scholarship is of the value of 
Rs, 960 per annum and ls granted to a Maratha cadet 
who should be the son of an ex - serviceman . The 
scholarship is in addition to any financial assistance 

from the Government . 
24 . Subsequent traning in ships and establishments of the 
Indian Navy is also at the expense of thc Governinent, Dur 
ing thc first six months of their training after leaving the 
National Defence Academy, financial concessions similar to 
those admissible at the Academy vide paragraph 22 will be 
extended to them . After six months of training in ship , and 
establishments of the Indian Navy when Cadets are promote 
o the rank of Midshipman they begin to receive pay and 
parents are not expected to pay for any of their expenses .

Candidates will appear before the Services Selection Board 
and undergo thc tests threat at their own risk and will not 
be entitled to claim any compensation or other relief from 
Governmcrít in respect of any injury which they may aliytain 
in the course of or as a result of any of the tests given to 
them at the Services Selection Board , whether due to the negli 
gence of any person or otherwise .
